Meriwether Hated Branch. 
The first witness was Midshipman James

that Branch was one of the few men in the 
world that he hated, and that he had deter- 
mined to make him fight if he had any fight 
in him. He said further that Branch had 
tried to make his life miserable for him while 
at the academy, and he, Meriwether, was of 
the kind that would not standit. The next 
night, Van de Carr testified, Meriwether 
told those at the table that it was all fixed, 
as Branch had chalenged him to fight. 


Story of the Quarrel. 

Midshipman Earl W. Prichard, roommate 
of Branch, gave detailed testimony as to the 
quarrel which led to the fight. He said that 
on the evening of Oct. 30 Meriwether had 
come to the suite of rooms occupied by him- 
seif and Branch, with him being a classmate, 
Midshipman Yeager. Branch had gone to 
bed, but rose on his elbow and turmed on the 


' electric light as his two visitors entered. 


This posture he kept during the conversation. 

Meriwether opened. the conversation by 
saying that he had come to talk about the 
way Branch hed treated him. He said that 


Branch had reported him either for having a 


suit case in his room or having civilian 
elothes in the case, while Branch was on duty 
and Meriwether absent. 

Branch answered. What if I diar' and 
Meriwether sad. 

„Nou used your official position to get even 
with me, and a man who would do it ils a 
-d low down sneak and a coward.“ 

He was then threatened by Branch with 
being soaked by the whole second class, 
to which Branch belonged, Branch adding: 
“You know, they can bilge (cause him to 
fail) you if they want to.“ 

Meriwether said he knew they could, but 
that he did not give a -. 

More conversation ensued; and in the 
course of it there was some recrimination 
about the standing of the families to which 
the two midehipmen belonged. Prichard 
heard the terms “ sneaking coward,” “‘d——n 
coward,” and no gentleman” applied by 
Meriwether to Branch. 


Did Not Report Him. 

Prichard, continuing his testimony, said 
that after Meriwether had left Branch asked 
him what he must do, and was told by the 
witness that he must fight. The conversa- 
tion continued between them, he said, and 
it developed that Branch did not intend to 
make any report against Mertwether. On 
the advice of an upper clagseman, Branch 
said, he had decided that it would be a dirty 
trick to do 80.

2 3 H. Gary, chairman of the board of di- 
réctors of the steel corporation, made this 
announcement officially yesterday from New 
York. In Chicago the newa was confirmed 
by President E. J. Buffington of the Illinois | 
Steel company, which is a subsidiary con- 
dern of the big trust.“ 

The land purchased lies west of Tolleston, | 
Lake county. Eight hundred acres were , 
bought from Henry Holt, New York, and | 
from farmers Hving in the vicinity. The | 
tract is the site purchased in 1893 for the 
Union Stockyards company when its re- 
moval to Tolleston was contemplated and 
land jumped from 65 to $500 an acre. 

It is the purpose o. the company, according 
to the announcement, to erect on the new site 
extensive plants, including blast and open 
hearth furnaces, coke ovens, and various 
mills for the manufacture of a diversity of 
steel products. 

Will Concentrate Plants. 

Along with its improvement plans, already 
partly made public, the steel corporation, it 
is said, proposes shortly to concentrate all 
of its plants in the vicinity of Chicago on 
the Indiana tract. It is possible that the 
great works of the Illinois company at South 
Chicago may be removed to that point. 

The Illinois company, it is declared, has 
outgrown its. present quarters at South Chi- 
cago. During the last ten years the north 
wotks and the Bridgeport works and other 

ches have been removed from sites with- 
in the city limits to that spot. 

It has been found, however, that even the 
‘extensive facilities there are insufficient to 
provide for the tremendous growth in the 
local steel manufacturing industry. How 
much of the works now located at South Chi- 
cago will be removed to Indiana depends 
largely upon the attitude of the authorities 
of Ulinois and that state respectively. 

At a meeting of the directors during the 
day G. B. Thorp, recently general manager 
of the Olairton steel works, was elected a 
director and second vice-president of the 
Illinois Steel company. He will have charge 
of new construction and mill improvements. 


Indiana Authorities Friendly. 

*The disposition of the Indiana officials,” 
Chairman Gary says in his official state 
ment, seems to be to encourage the loca - 
tion of industries in Indiana in every rea- 
sonable way, and therefore the recent pur- 
chases have been decided upon.“ 

Mr. Gary also hints in this connection that 
the attitude of the Illinois officials toward 
the advancement of the steel industry in 
this state has not been entirely satisfactory 
to the company, although he makes no 
specific criticism in this respect. Labor 
troubles are not referred to as being re- 
sponsible for the removal. 

In the last few years no serious disturb- 
ances have interfered with the operation of 
the Illinois steel mills. There has been, 
however, an almost constant friction of a 
minor character between the superintend- 
ems and the employés, who are organized | 
into unions. Several small strikes have re- 
sulted from the disputes. 


Buffington Tells of Plens. 

President Buffington did not have much to 
add to the official announcement made by 
Chairman Gary concefning the plans of the 
steel corporation, 

“Tt is true that the big tract has been se- | 
cured, said he, and extensive improve- 
ments will be begun shortly upon the land.

Mr. Field is 37 years old and was born in 
Chicago in the old Field homestead at 1905 
Prairie avenue. His early education was 
secured at the Harvard school, Twerty-first 


street and Indiana avenue, and under a pri- 


vate tutor. In 1887 he entered Harvard uni- 
versity, but continued his studies for only 
two years, ill-health forcing him to abandon 
college life at the end of his sophomore year. 
He was a member of the class of 91. 


Married Louis Huck’s Daughter. 

Shortly after he left college Mr. Field 
married Miss Albertine Huck, daughter of 
Louis Huck. The bride and groom took a 
long trip following their marriage, visiting 
nearly every country on the continent. Re- 
turning to Chicago several months later they 
began housekeeping and entered into the 
social activities of the younger south side 
set. For a time after that young Mr. Field 
occupied an office in the wholesale Field 
house, but his health continued indifferent 
and he devoted himself to traveling, finally 
selecting a beautiful country estate at 
Leamington, England, near a similar prop- 
erty occupied by his only sister, Ethel Fiela 
Tree, now Mrs. Beatty. 


Of a Retiring Disposition. 


Mr. Field has been described by his more 
intimate friends as a man of retiring dispo- 
sition and domestic tastes. He has been a 
devoted father to his three children—Mar- 
shall IIL, Henry, and Gwendolin—and has 
gratified their every whim. During the dan- 
gerous iliness of his eldest son a year ago, 
Mr. Field was constantly within call of the 
sick room.

1 
have no interest in the matter whatever, ex- 
cept as a well wisher of your department in 
your effort to solve an important question, 
and you are welcome to this data, which nas 
been gathered at great effort and at some 
expense.

enforcement of an ordinance already on the 
books compelling householders and owners

The turning of a latch would 
have prevented the owners’ entrance, and 
their efforts to open the door would have 
alarmed the mam It is thought the slayer 


hid in Miss Reese’s bedroom, and her quick | 


trip to the kitchen prevented his esdape 
through the rear window, as planned. His 
escape through the front door was barred 
by the presence of Mrs. “Baumgartner in the 
hallway, and he was seized by Miss Reese as 
he neared the front door. 

After the murder he is believed to have for- 
gotten in his panic which window was forced, 
and shattered the glass in his haste to escape.

When the bullet was extracted from the 
body of Miss Reese t was thought to be of 
exceptional size, but, after weighing, it was 
found to be from a revolver of the ordinary 
type. It had all but penetrated the body 
and had shattered the spine, against which 
it 1diged. Death was instantaneous. 

Miss Anna Reese, who had been at the 
bedside of an invalid sister in Green Valley, 
III., at the time of the shooting, returned 
to Chicago last evening. She was pfos- 
trated by the affair, and was unable to visit 
the undertaking establishment where the 
body was taken. The arrival of W. S. Reese, 
her father, is expected today. The parent, 
who is professor of pedagogy and philosophy 
in Campbell college, left Holton, Kas., for 
Chicago yesterday. 


REVIVES ITALIAN MURDER PLOT. 


Shooting of Dominico Rinaora Causes 
Police to Renew’ Investigation of a 
Similar Crime in Riverdale. 


The attempted murder of Dominico Rina 
oro, an Italian laborer, on the eve of his de- 
parture for his home in Sicily yesterday 
morning, once more has revived the police 
investigation of the murder of three laborers 
in Riverdale under almost exactly the same 
circumstances a year ago. The three men 
murdered in Riverdale worked at the Ken- 
sington car shops, as did Rinaoro, and had 
given up their positions to return to their 
homes th Sicily.

tion of the American Federation of Labor 
at this morning’s session and resolutions 
were unanimously adopted recommending 
exclusion of Chinese, Japanese, and Corean 
labor from this country and its possessions; 
prohibiting the employment of child labor; 
instructing the executive council to select 
one labor organization against which an in- 
junction has been granted, employ compe- 
tent legal talent, and carry the case to the 
United States Supreme court to test the con- 
stitutionality of the injunction laws now itn 
force, -and pledging support to the striking 
printers. 

It was unanimously decided to have the 
eight hour workmen measure reintroduced in 
congress.and also to have bills presented to 
all the state legislatures prohibiting the em- 
ployment of child labor. 

One of the most interesting features of to- 
days session was the reading of a reply 
from Gov. Pennypacker to the communica- 
tion of the convention asking that he issue 
a supplemental call for the extra session 
of the general assembly, which would in- 
clude certain legislation in the interest of 
labor unions and employers’ liability laws. 
The answer stated that the authority to is- 
sue such a supplemental call was seriously 
questioned-and advised the convention to get 
legal advice on the matter. 

At the end of a long debate over the 
troubles between the longshoremen’s union 
and the seamen’s union it was decided to

What did the companies secure by their 


2 donations to the republican campaign fund? 


Was it to be let alone by the state insurance 
“officials? Perhaps their officers can answer 
the question better than Senator Platt, who 
‘says he never did anything for them. The 
officers can tell, also, whether they made 
contributions through the democratic state 
boss to the democratic state campaign fund. 


The republicans have not always carried the 


state and controlled the legislature since 
the contribution system began. It would 
be interesting to know how much the bosses 
have received on account of their respective 
campaign funds during the last eighteen 
‘years, and also to know where the money 
went. 

It bas often been charged that every fm- 
portant interest in New York which eould be 
injured ‘or befriended by legislation had to 
pay tribute to the bosses—to be always ready 


with the cash when the contribution box was 


passed around. Senator Platt admits as 
much, and does not seem to realize that the 
admission is more injurious to the repub- 
lican’ party than it is to the insurance com- 
panies. It is.an acknowledgment that the 
party has been in the habit of holding up 
corporations for campaign contributions 
with an understanding that legislation is 
thereby to be influenced. The corporations 
are less deserving of censure than the graft- 


legislation in the market places. Eiven if 
they | promised only to prevent attacks on the 
companies they are as culpable as if they 
had agreed to’enact legislation favorable to 
them or refrained from passing any, how- 
ever desirable and useful to the people. 
These disclosures emphasize the necessity 
for stringent legislation to secure publicity 
‘of election expenditures and of the sources 
of campaign funds. With such legislation 
in force money paid by insurance companies 
| and: other corporations to get the goed will 
and protection of state bosses can no longer 
be disguised as a campaign fund contri- 
bution. Something must be done towards 
putting a stop to the disgraceful alliance of 
grafting ‘politicians and the corporations to. 
sécure the control of legislatures. 


WASTEFUL VACANT LOTS. 

John Burns, member of parliament and 
of the London eounty couneil, visited Chi- 
cago in 1894, and again recently. On his 
second visit he noted marked improvement 
in the physical conditions of certain poorer 
districts, but he was greatly shocked at the 
unkempt condition of vacant lots, some of 
them bordering the heart of the city. 
Imagine London,” he said, “‘ permitting 
such a state of things anywhere within its 
limits.” 

No great city in the world even compares 
with Chicago in the amount—to say nothing 
of the disheveled character—of its unoccnu- 
pied spaces. The area in Chicago is no- 
where summarized and it cannot therefore 
be accurately stated. One needs only to 
keep one’s eyes open, however, in passing 
along the streets or the railways, to realize 
that it is a considerable fraction of the en- 
tire city area. Nor is the vacant lot a dimin- 
ishing factor. It is, instead, an increasing 
one. It is not confined to one part of town, 
nor to districts representing particular 
standards of comfort. It is found in all 
parts—in the inner zone, the middle zone, 
the outer zone—and the proportion increases 
with each zone. 

Its social cost is tremendous. It in- 
ereases the cost of land devoted to streets, 
the amount of time consumed in traversing 
them, and the cost of building and paving 
them. It increases, likewise, the length, and 
so the cost of sewers and water supply, as 
well as of gas, electric light, telephone, tele- 
graph, and street car lines. It is not only 
unproductive itself but it necessitates, for a 
great city like Chicago, enormous incidental 
expenses—and it usually disfigures the city. 
It is no anewer to these facts to urge that 
the vacant lot means sparse population and 
open spaces for light, air, and play. It does 
involve some incidental advantages in these 
directions, in spite of its generally neglected 
state. But it is not intended to serve these 
purposes, and it does not serve them save in 
a partial and precarious manner—which 
cannot be cealeulated upon for permanent 
purposes.

It ts the dean who, in conjunction 
with the secretary of state, settles all ques- 
tions of etiquette and who determines the 
attitude of the diplomatic corps as a unit 
in various circumstances that may arise. If 
the dean is a man of diplomatic experience 
—an experience which could only be ac- 
quired by long years of service at foreign

[JEROME K. JEROME 
TALKS IN PRIVATE. 
Jerome K. Jerome, not Jerum, if you 


please, arrived in Chicago last night ac- 
companied by his wife and by Charles Bat- 


ist is making a lecture tour of America. 
They will appear this evening before. the 
Twentieth Century club at the residence of 
C. T. Boal, 1782 Michigan avenue, and to- 


} morrow evening in public at Music hall. To- 


morrow noon a luncheon will be given for 
them at the Press club. 

Bhortly before 8 o'clock in the evening a 
little man in rusty brown with slightly bowed 
legs and further distinguished by a squarish, 
rosy face, sparse silvery hair, quite gray at 
the temples, and 4 pair of merry eyes be- 
hind large nose glasses, made his escape 
from the hovering and obsequious waiters 
in the Dutch room of the Stratford and in- 
sisted. on personally purchasing his cigar 
at the stand in the retunda. After a care- 
ful inspection of the stock he made a se- 
lection and lighting the weed returned to 
the café. There was something about the 
little: man's face that was distantly rem- 
iniscent of James Whitcomb Riley, but the 
personal trip out for the cigar, where an 
American would have ordered the whole 
stock sent in for inspection, stamped the 
stranger as English. He admitted he was 
Jerome. 

' — 

“TI don’t mind saying that I want to be 
interviewed,” said he, leading the way toa 
vacant divan.. I want to be interviewed 
by an honest, conscientious newspaper man. 
I suppose, I have been interviewed about a 
hundred times since I have been in America 
and 1 shudder to think of the kind of per- 
son I have been made out to be. Why, to 
read the papers you would think that I drop 
all my h’s and put them im where they ought 
not to be and lard my sentences with donch- 
erknow and ‘owld chap’ and my word 
and other fancied Britticisms. According to 
the papers, I speak a dialect composed of 
equal parts of Albert Chevalier’s coster 
monger and Dickens’ Sam Weller. Now, I’m 
not a cockney—I'm not even a Londoner 
if I speak any dialect it’s a country dialect, 
for I’m an Oxfordshire man. I’m really a 
farmer, for I spend most of my time pot- 
tering around trying to make vegetablesand 
‘flowers grow. 

“Then my name—there’s another thing. 
I don't pronounce it Jerum K. Jerum, nor 
Jerome K. Jerum, nor Jerum K. Jerome— 
Im Jerome K. Jerome and always have 
been. You just roll it out broad American 
as you please. That Jerum pronunciation 
isa delightful fiction.”’ 

The humorist spoke with a decided accent, 
but a far cry from cockney. Ite character. 
istic was that flatzening of the vowels and 
preciseness, often ‘tightness, of enunciation 
which distinguishes the speech of the culti- 
vated Englishman. This is his first visit 
to America, and the author of Three Men 
in a Boat has found'it a refreshing mental 
stimulant, 

+ 

A great deal of stress generally is laid on 
the fact that America is youthful,”’ he con- 
mented. ‘‘I should go even farther and de- 
clare America extravagantly boyish. You 
are like a big family of healthy, rollicking 
boys, working with all their might, playing 
hard, but undisciplined, restive of restraint, 
and often unmanageable. You are learning 
how to behave properly by experience. You 
go along here for a generation or so allowing 
your bad boys, your grafters, as you call 
them, to plunder you right and left, and sud- 
denly you wake up and say: Here, thisien’t 
right—we've got to reform this,’ and then 
you take ten minutes off to do the job. It's 
hard on the grafters, poor fellows. Here they 
have been going along with their plundering 
thinking it was all right because every one 
else thought it was all right, and then sud- 
genly they are called in and told they are 
naughty and are punished. 

“ Then you are suchia patient people. Why, 
today coming from the railway station with 
our bags there are never any porters to carry 
one's luggage—we were stopped fully ten 
minutes by a train ona crossing. I was fum- 
ing with indignation, but my fellow-Amer- 
icans seemed to be enduring the outrage with 
good natured patience, In England we should 
have made quite a row about it, written let- 
ters to the papers, and had the railroad pun- 
ished.’ 

Then the conversation turned on litera- 
ture—humorous literature—and the sub- 
stance of the readings which Mr. Jerome 
and Mr. Loomis are giving. 

Do you know, I believe I begin to catch 
the difference between English and Amer- 
ican humor by comparing Mr. Loomis’ work 
with my oon,“ saidthe Englishman. ‘‘ Eng- 


lish humor relies on the developed idea of 


a situation, American humor on the turn 
of a phrase or the (startling juxtaposition 
of words. When Mark Twain, speaking of 
the frightful sacrifice of life, asked why they 
couldn't have taken a dog or a plumber,’ 
it was the startling appearance of the plumb- 
er in this connection fhat was funny. But 
in the case of Mr. Piekwiek entering the 
room of the old lady, the humor was all in 
the idea of the entire situation.“

Victor Hugo, when he selected Padua under 
such conditions for the ne of his five act 
drama, Angelo,“ knew that he need place 
no rein on his inventive faculties as drama- 
tist. Any villainy, intrigue, or crime which 
the stage needs made desirable he could in- 
troduce without outraging historical prob- 
abilities. Thus it happened that his An- 
gelo became a play of unpleasant piot- 
ting, of evil doing, and of murder—a drama 


which in the extravagance of its situation |: 


and characters became melodrama. It is 
not a play such as we are inclined to admire 
at the present day, but its story is undenia- 
bly interesting, and when given as it was 
yesterday afternoon at the Grand opera 


house by Mme. Bernhardt and her company 


it constitutes an effective entertainment and 
a study of value to the theatergoer who 
cares anything concerning the art of the 
drama and its development. 

“Angelo” was the last play to receive 
production at Mme. Bernhardt’s hands be- 
fore she started on her present tour. And 
yesterday afternoon proved that she lavished 
upon it the same care and liberality which 
have characterized all her productions. The 
settings, while not extravagant, were in 
best of taste and thoroughly satisfying in 
their suggestion of the ancient, rich splendor 
of the Padua of old. The costumes were ex- 
quisite in their harmony of coloring and in 
the fineness of the stuns used in their fash- 
ioning. The stage management was such 
as has characterized all of the Bernhardt 
performances thus far—ideal in its careful 
attention to every detail that could lend nat- 
uralness and realness to the scene, and yet 
avoid all excess or finickiness. 

Mme, Bernhardt assumed the réle of Tisbe, 
the actress who, beloved by the all power- 
ful -podesta of Padua, succeeded in thwart- 
ing him in his dire purpose of murdering his 
wife and saved the woman who had been 
kind to her, even though by so doing her own 
death was compassed. The role is not one of 
the most important or most grateful in the 
Bernhardt repertory. It includes no big 
scenes which admit of dazzling display of 
histrionic powers, and interest and sym- 
pathy are divided between it and the role 
of Catarina, „eh character is ou. e uui im- 
portance to the story. Mme. Bernhardt 
played Tisbe with all her usual fine intelli- 
gence and all the seemingly unbounded re- 
sources of her great art. She held her 
auditors keenly interested throughout every 
scene in which she appeared, and her char 
acterization was distinguished by all the 
subtle and fleeting but eloquent and illumi- 
native touches which are found in everything 
she does and which glorify all to which she 
turns her attention. 

The first act was delightful in the spirit 
of joyousness, delicate coquetry, and capti- 
vating playfulness which pervaded it. The 
firet scene with Angelo, with its long re- 
oital of Tisbe’s chiléhood—delivered with rare 
discrimination and variety of shading—the 
love meeting with Rodolfo, the rebuff for 
Homodei, and the charming of the podesta 
into giving her the key—these were all han- 
died with consummate art and a technical 
virtuosity that were wonderful. The note 
of jealousy which was sounded in the second 
act rung fimely true and clear, and the ten- 
derness which followed so immediately was 
equally. complete in its expression. There 
were no startling moments in the portrayal, 
but it was so perfected in every essential 
and detail that it will remain long in memory. 

The company again was excellemt. M. Max 
played Homodei and drew that spy in such 
sharp,’ chear lines, with his nature and pur- 
poses so accurately and forcefully revealed, 
that he moved in living presence before the 
spectator. The death scene was a superb 
plece of work, M. de Neubourg gave Ro- 
dolfo with the same manly dignity and sin- 
cerity which he lent Armand the evening 
before, and with the same results. He re- 
deemed the weak character and won for it 
sympathy. M. de Coeur gave further proof 
of hie capabilities by a powerful impersona- 
tion of the tithe part, and Mme. Barbier 
played Catarina with womanty sweetness 
and dignity, and in the scene of denunciation 
with admirable power.
